corder invites the Curſitor Baron in the

Upon the Election of an ALDERMAN. 


By an Act of Common Council 
made the gth Day of Auguſt, 1710. 
It is (interalia) Enadted, That upon 
a Vacancy by the Death or Reſigna- 
tion of any Perſon being an Alderman 
of this City, the Lord Mayor of the 
City for the time being, ſhall within 
four Days next after ſuch Death or 
Reſignation, cauſe a Wardmote to be 
duly ſummoned and held for returning 
ſuch fit and able Perſon to the ſaid 
Court of Lord Mayor and Aldermen, 
as ſhall be choſen by the Inhabitants 
of ſuch Ward where ſuch Vacancy 


{hall happen. 


The Lord Mayor upon receiving 
a Notification of Death or Reſignation 


P of 
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of an Alderman, cauſes a Wardmote 
to be duly ſummoned as directed by the 
ſaid Act, and on the Day appointed 
goes in State to hold the ſame, and af- 
ter the Election the Attorney in waiting 
who acts as Clerk to the Wardmote, 
ſigns a return of the Proceedings. 


At the firſt Court of Aldermen 
held after the feven Days directed by 
the Act of Common Council, the firſt 
Buſineſs that is done is for the Lord 
Mayor to make a report of the Election 
by producing the Return, the Queſtion 
is then moved and put, that the Perſon 
ſo elected an Alderman ſhould be called 
in and Sworn ; which being carried in 
the ath:; mative, the Common Cryer ac- 
quaints him thereof and he is introduced 
in a Liyery Gown, by the Deputy an d

Inhabitants of the Ward, who after- 
wards withdraw, and he is immediately 
Sworn and admitted into the ſaid Office, 
the Sword-bearer preſenting him to 
the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and he 
is afterwards conducted to his ſeat, it 
being cuſtomary to place the Perſon ad- 
mitted Alderman alternately on the 
right or left hand of the Lord Mayor 


according to Rotation. 
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
